EVIDENCK OF GEORGE W. 
BLACKNALL, ESQ. 


THE CASE STILL CONTINUES:

Dr. Geo. W. Blacknal! was called. 
He entered the court amid great ap- 
plause, 

Q.— Were you a stockholder in the 
NEws when Stone & Uzzell first es- 
tablished it? 

A.—I was not, sir. 

Q —Do you remember when a gen- 
tleman came to this city from Pe- 
tersburg sometime after the establish- 
ment of the News visited the city 
for the purpose of buyirg the News; 
if you talked to him and what took 
place? 

A.—I recollect th:.t a youth ealled 
to see me named Whitmore or Wet- 
more; he came over from the Sentinel 
office and approached meand said be 
wanted to buy my intereat in the 
NEws, also Dr. Hawkins’ interest. 
I told him I had no interest in the 
NeEws, nor did I know that Dr. 
Hawkins hadavy. He went off and 
returned in a haif hour or hour, I[ 
think, after consulting with Mr. 
Turner, for I saw him in consulta- 
tion with him. He said he meant 
business, wanted to buy and was 
prepared to bay. I told him that I 
had no interestin the NEws, nor did 
Dr. Hawkins that I knew of. I told 
him I would see Mr. Stone that 
night. I saw Mr. Stone and repeated 
the conversation tohim. Mr. Stone 
replied he thought the thing was 
thin;” afterwards I saw noth- 
ing more of Mr. Whitmore on that 
subject. 

Q.—Did you mention or refer him 
to Col. Clark as having interest in 
the NEws? 

A.—No, sir; Mr. Stone’s name was 
the only one mentioned. 

Q.—Was any money paid to the 
NeEws or Stone & Uzzell through 
you? 

A.—None, 

Q.—Do you know of any money 
being paid or loaned to them by any 
person otber than Col. Clark ? 

A.—None—no one. 

Q.—Did Stone & Uzzell ever tell 
you, or did you ever hear them say 
that they had received auy mone 
from any other source than Col. 
Clark ? 

A. —They never did. 

Q..—Whose money was it that you 
paid for the Asheville Citizen ? 

A.—My own. 

().—Did you ever have any talk 
with Dr. Hawkins about starting the 
NEws here” 

A.—Never a word. 

Q—Did you ever have any talk 
with Capt. Andrews or any other per- 
son about establishing the News” 

A.—Never a word, 

Q.—Do you know anything about 
the establishment of the NEws by 
Stone & Uzzell? 

A.— Nothing whatever. 


CROSS: - EXAMINED BY THE STATE. 


Q—Who sent Mr. Whitmore to 
you to inquire about the purchase of 
the stock in the NEws? 

A.—I do not Know, sir. oe 

Q.—From what place did Whit- 
more come from when he made tbis 
proposition to you, and to what piace 
did he returo after he had received 
your answer ? 

A.—My recollection is indistinct, 
but Iam impressed with the idea 
that he came from the Sentinel office. 

Q.—To what place did he return ? 

A.—I cannot say, sir. 

Q.—State whether or not you saw 
Whitmore in conversation with Mr. 
Josiah Turner and where ? 

A.—I cannot recollect distinctly 
whether I did or not. , 

Q.--What is your best impression 
in regard to that ? 

A.—My impression is so indistinct. 
I could not say that I did or not, 

Q.—Did you at any time propose to 
Mr. Josiah Turner to lease the Sen- 
tinel? Ifyou say yes, state when, 
for whom, where, and under what 
circumstances ? 

A.—On one occasion, the exact 
date I can’t recollect, about the year 
1872, I was sent for from room Nog 
in the Yarborough House; there were 
five or six gentlemen present, there 
is no name that I can recollect except 
Mr. Geo. W. Swepson; he was lying 
on the bed in his shirt sleeves, and 
some one of the gentlemen asked me 
toa see Mr. Turner and see if he would 
sell the Sentinel. I went immediately 
to Mr. Turner’s room, and after a 
few moment;’ conversation, he de- 
clined making a sale. 

Q —Did you at any other time ever 
propose to Mr. Josiah Turner to lease 
or buy the Sentincl ? 

A.—I think not. 

q —In the proposition which you 
made, what price did you offer to Mr. 
Turner for the Sentinel? 

A.—My recollection is indistinet; I 
think $15,000 or $20,000, can’t say 
which. 

Q.—Did you report Mr. Turver’s 
declining to sell tothe persons who 
authorized vou to make the proposi- 
tion ? 

A.—I reported either Mr. Turner’s 
declining to sell or that he would see 
the parties in reference to the matter 
himself.

A.—I rather think not; Mr. Ture 
ner having written so much, de- 
faming gentlemen throughout the 
State, I never noticed it much ; I did 
not consider it ridicule. 

Q—Has Mr. Turner any time 
ever praised you or spoken in com p!i- 
mentary terms alout you in the Sen- 
tinel 2 

A.—1 rather think he did the first 
year or two after I came to Raleigh. 

Q.— Where was Mr. Turner board- 
ing at the time be praised you in the 


Sentinel ? 


A—With me, (Yarborough House.) 
Q.— Where was Mr. Turner bvard- 
ing when he wrote the defamatory 
articles alluded to? 
,—I don’t know where. He had 
me, he was boarding clse- 
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the proceedings wére becoming dis- 


| tasteful to him, that he didn’t care 
{ to sit by and allow Mr. Turner’s 


character to be inyestigated. Col. 
Fuller, of counsel for the prosecution, 
disclaimed any intention whatever 
to attack or investigate Mr. Turner’s 
character at this juncture, but the 
object was to show the animus or 
matice which had actuated Mr.

Q Which one did you know most 
intimately ? 

A. After alapse of four years I 
can’t recollect either of their names, 
consequently can’t say that I knew 
apy of them intimately. 

P. Did you ever before take so 
heavy a message to any person in- 
volving such high honors and $20,- 
00U, ia money, and then be unable to 
remember the man who was to bestow 
the honor and pay the money ’ 

A. As it was a matter that didn’t 
concern me-especially, I did not tax 
my memory with it, or consider it of 


any importance whatever to recollect. ) 


I never carried any similar message 
before. 

Witness was discharged. 

Geo. W. Swepson was calicd, and 
questioned by Mr. Turner. 

Q. State how long you have been 
acquainted with the defendant, and 
the relations between your family 
and his, if he borrowed money of you 
in 1865, 66, ’67 or 68, and if he appli- 
ed at the bank of which you were 
President and owned the controlling 
interest in, to borrow money to pay 
for the Raleigh Sentineg and all about 
it without reserve? 

A. I have known Mr. Turner since 
184" or °43; my acquaintance was 
however slight with him until I 
moved to Alamance county in 1858; 
our relations were friendly 
about 1870. Mr. Giles Mebane mar- 
ried Mr. Turner’s sister; Giles Meb- 
ane and I married sisters; if our re- 
lations were unfriendly, I never 
knew it. Yes, he borrowed money 
from me in 1865,-’66~-’67 and ’08, var- 
ious sums at various dates; at the time 
he bought the Sentinel. I did not 
own the controlling iuterest in the 
Raleigh National Bank, although I 
owned considerable part of the stock; 
I was not President at that time; I 
think Mr, Turner did apply to me to 
know if he could get a note discounted 
by the Bank for the money to buy 
the Sentinel, by offering his father 
as security. I told him that the Bank 
would not let him haveit on the 
terms he wantedit ;he then applied to 
me to let him hayethe money indi- 
vidually, his father as principal ; he 
and some of his brothers as security. 
I let him have the money with his 
father as principal, and he and some 
of his brothers as security. I am satis- 
fied that the Sentinel was bought 
with that money. The money was 
not all paid at one time, but was 
advanced at various times ;—from 
time to time a portion of it was paid 
to Mr. Pell. IfI had my papers 
here I could show amounts and dates 
but have not got them here, Mr. 
Pell was the former owner of the 
Sentinel. 

Q. Did you have a room or office at 
the time, and were you not an active 
partner at thetime, or one of them 
in passing notes,discounted in bank? 


A. Yes. 

Q. Did or did not Mr. Turver first 
apply to you to have the note dis- 
counted at the bank, and that he 
wished to pay the interest every six 
months instead of every sixty days, 
and did you not tell him that the 
bank would require the note to be re- 
newed every sixty days, if they were 
to make the loan; If made payable 
to you individually, you could enter 
into such an arrangement ae could 
be made ? 


A. Mr. Turner came to me with 
such a proposition: but as before 
stated, the Bank would not make 
the loan onthe terms he wanted, 
but I agreed to Jet him have it on 
those terms, interest to be paid oneny 
six months; our relations were al- 
ways friendly and I wished to be- 
friend him. 

The reason the Bank would not let 
you havethe money was you had 
notes laying in the Bank already 
unpaid.
